“ I love  Thy  Church,  O God  ! 

Her  walls  before  Thee  stand, 

Dear  as  the  apple  of  Thine  eye, 

And  graven  on  Thy  hand.” 

These  lines  of  the  pious  Dwight,  while  belonging  to  the 
Church  of  Christ  in  her  spiritual  aspect,  come  prominently 
before  the  mind  in  connection  with  the  organization  of 
which  this  article  purports  to  be  an  historical  sketch.  In 
the  affections  of  its  members,  its  very  precincts  are  en- 
shrined; and  in  its  development  the  tracings  of  a hand  not 
human  are  everywhere  visible. 

Of  the  twenty  churches  bearing  the  name  of  Methodist 
within  our  city,  Wesley  Chapel  is  the  oldest.  Seventy-five 
years  ago.,  when  this  first  seed  of  “ Christianity  in  earnest  ” 
was  planted,  Newark,  now  a city  of  136,000  inhabitants  and 
ninety-four  Protestant  churches,  had  a population  of  less 
than  6,000,  and  the  beacon-lights  of  Protestantism  num- 
bered but  three — the  First  Presbyterian  (established  here 
in  1667);  Trinity  Protestant  Episcopal  (founded  in  1746); 
and  the  First  Baptist  (organized  in  1801).  Two  years 
earlier,  or  in  1806,  a class  was  formed  with  David  Bartine, 
father  of  the  late  Rev.  Dr.  Bartine,  as  leader,  and  as  far 
back  as  1786,  in  the  Minutes  of  the  Philadelphia  Conference,

which  included  New  Jersey  down  to  1836,  Newark  is  men- 
tioned as  a Methodist  mission  with  50  members,  and 
Robert  Cloud  as  preacher.  Yet  with  this  exception,  and 
that  of  the  year  1811,  there  is  no  mention  of  our  town  in 
any  conference  minutes  down  to  1818.  Its  items  during 
these  years  are  lost  in  the  general  reports  of  the  circuits  to 
which  it  in  turn  belonged. 

The  published  minutes  in  America  begin  June,  1773. 
(Methodism  introduced  17 66.)  That  year  there  were  but 
200  Methodists  in  all  New  Jersey.  In  1784,  the  birth  date 
of  Methodist  Episcopacy  and  year  of  the  first  General  Con- 
ference, there  were  963.  Two  years  later,  when  Newark  is 
first  mentioned,  there  were  3,030.  “ So  mightily  grew  the 

Word  of  God  and  prevailed.” 

It  is  said  that  the  first  society  of  our  denomination  known 
to  have  met  for  preaching  in  Newark,  convened  in  a bark- 
mill,  which  stood  but  a few  hundred  yards  from  our  present 
site,  yet  the  mists  surrounding  our  local  history  previous 
to  1806,  it  must  be  confessed,  are  very  great. 

On  January  22,  1808,  Richard  Leaycraft,  John  Dow  and 
Charles  Marsh  met  at  Mr.  Dow’s  house  in  Belleville,  and 
“conceived  and  approved  the  design  to  erect  a church  in 
this  place.”  A subscription  was  opened  at  once.  Leay- 
craft was  the  animating  spirit.  His  subscription  was  $100; 
$20  was  considered  liberal.  On  October  1,  at  the  house  of 
Hobart  Littell  in  Fair  Street,  a meeting  was  held,  presided 
over  by  Rev.  Thomas  Stratton,  at  which  the  following 
Board  of  Trustees  was  elected:  Joseph  Sandford,  John 
Williams,  Aaron  Baldwin,  Thomas  Taylor,  Ebenezer  Mc- 
Lain, Hobart  Littell  and  Richard  Leaycraft.  After  organ- 
izing, with  Leaycraft  as  President  and  Taylor  Secretary, 
and  adopting  as  their  corporate  name,  “The  Trustees  of 
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the  Methodist  Wesley  Chapel,  in  the  town  of  Newark,  in 
the  State  of  New  Jersey,”  they  all  took  oath  before  Wil- 
liam S.  Pennington,  one  of  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  State.  It  was  at  first  determined  to  locate  in 
Fair  Street,  but  further  consultation  led  to  the  selection  of 
the  present  site.  With  Leaycraft  as  general  superin- 
tendent of  the  building,  and  Baldwin  the  builder,  the  work 
went  rapidly  forward,  and  before  the  end  of  the  month 
(the  exact  date  is  not  on  record),  Rev.  Ezekiel  Cooper 
preached  from  the  timbers,  and,  as  is  supposed,  laid  the 
corner-stone.  In  ninety  working  days  from  the  beginning 
the  house  (a  frame  structure),  was  completed.  The  dedica- 
tion took  place  January  i,  1809,  with  a sermon  by  Ezekiel 
Cooper.  The  cost  of  the  building,  with  the  lot,  was 
$2,734. 

For  1811,  Newark  appears  upon  the  Conference  Minutes 
with  John  L.  Hall  as  the  preacher. 

In  1812  the  town  was  supplied  by  Revs.  Stephen  Martin- 
dale  and  J.  Van  Schoick,  and  was  included  in  the  ‘‘Morris 
Circuit.” 

In  1813  the  name  was  changed  to  “ Essex  Circuit,”  and 
Stephen  Martindale  and  Rev.'  John  Finley  were  the 
preachers. 

In  1814,  John  Finley  served  the  Mission,  with  Rev.  John 
Robertson  as  colleague. 

In  1815  Essex  is  united  with  Staten  Island  Circuit,  and 
the  preachers  are  Revs.  Joseph  Totten,  John  Robertson 
and  Daniel  Moore.  It  is  said  that  in  this  year  there  were 
but  twenty-four  Methodists  in  our  town. 

The  relation  of  Newark,  during  the  next  two  years, 
whether  connected  with  Essex  and  Staten  Island,  or  with 
the  Bergen  Circuit,  is  not  positively  known.  For  the  Essex 
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and  Staten  Island  Circuits,  the  preachers  during  these 
years  were  Joseph  Totten,  John  Potts,  Daniel  Moore, 
George  Woolley  and  Edward  Page. 

In  1818,  Revs.  Joseph  Lybrand  and  William  Smith,  then 
of  Bergen  Circuit,  supplied  Newark,  which  appears  regu- 
larly in  the  minutes  from  this  time  on.  This  year  severs 
the  town’s  connection  with  circuits,  and  in  the  following 
Spring  we  find  it  changed  by  the  Conference  into  a “ Sta- 
tion,” with  Joseph  Lybrand  as  the  pastor.  At  the  Confer- 
ence in  1820,  the  preacher  reported  one  hundred  and  thirty- 
nine  white  and  nine  colored  members.  He  was  returned 
for  a third  year.  It  was  but  his  second  in  the  Station;  two 
years  being  the  full  time  allowed.  Rev.  John  Scarlett,  now 
in  his  eighty-first  year,  says:  “ I heard  Rev.  Joseph  Ly- 
brand preach  in  Wesley  Chapel,  Halsey  Street.  He  was  a 
man  of  wonderful  power  in  the  pulpit,  and  the  first  Metho- 
dist preacher  I ever  heard.  Trembling  conviction,  on 
account  of  sin,  seized  me  at  once.” 

The  only  record  extant  of  the  early  history  of  our  Sun- 
day-school belongs  to  the  year  1820.  About  a year  earlier, 
George  Cross  and  family,  having  come  to  Newark,  became 
connected  with  the  society.  Mrs.  Cross,  with  Mrs.  Susan 
E.  Tompkins  (afterward  Mrs.  Monroe,  still  living  at  the  age 
of  ninety),  visited  among  the  members  soliciting  the  attend- 
ance of  the  irchildren  for  Sunday-school  purposes.  Although 
meeting  with  great  opposition  a number  were  finally  per- 
suaded to  come  together  in  the  kitchen  of  Brother  Cross’ 
house  on  Broad  Street,  opposite  Trinity  Episcopal  Church. 
The  teachers  were  Mrs.  Cross,  Mrs.  Tompkins,  Phebe  Tay- 
lor, Ann  Campfield  (a  Presbyterian  lady),  James  Ransley, 
and  Robert  Sims,  who  taught  a class  of  colored  children. 
Later  on  in  the  same  year  (1819),  the  school  was  held  in

the  gallery  of  the  church,  with  Solomon  Pancoast,  Super- 
intendent, and  Thomas  Christie,  Isaac  Pinkney,  Waters 
Burrows  Jones,  Susan  Youngs,  Eliza  Gardner,  Mary  Bar- 
net,  Eliza  Cation,  Sarah  Jones  and  Catherine  Cation, 
teachers.  Two  sessions  a day  were  held.  They  had  little 
funds,  few  books,  and  no  library.  The  only  record  extant, 
referred  to,  says:  “The  school  went  into  operation  July  — , 
1820,  with  seven  teachers  and  forty-five  scholars.”  On  the 
31st  of  December,  of  the  same  year,  the  school  for  the  first 
time  occupied  the  Union  School-house,  located  on  the 
southeast  corner  of  New  and  Halsey  Streets,  which  had 
been  secured  probably  as  affording  better  accommodations. 
The  Superintendent  removing  from  town  in  May,  1821,  was 
succeeded  by  Thomas  M.  Woodruff.  Just  how  long  the 
school  was  held  in  the  school-house  no  record  tells.  All  we 
can  say  is,  it  was  until  the  erection  of  a building  some 
fifteen  feet  long  in  the  rear  of  and  adjoining  the  church,  in 
which,  from  its  completion  on  to  1829,  the  school  held  its 
sessions,  and  church  its  evening  meetings. 

In  the  Spring  of  1821  Joseph  Lybrand  was  followed  by 
Rev.  Stephen  Martindale,  who  was  pastor  one  year. 

Rev.  John  Creamer  was  in  charge  in  1822  and  1823.  In 
February,  1824,  we  find  the  Sunday-school  numbering  but 
twelve  scholars.  The  record  of  March  8,  1824,  shows  an 
attendance  of  “ No  Superintendent,  five  teachers  and  thir- 
teen scholars.” 

The  next  pastor  was  Rev.  William  Thatcher,  whose  term 
extended  through  1824  and  1825.  He  left  a membership 
of  one  hundred  and  ninety-eight.  The  Sunday-school 
record,  for  the  first  time,  informs  us  that  on  August  22, 

1824,  the  school  was  opened  “by  singing  and  prayer.”  In 

1825,  a Brother  Jillson  was  Superintendent.  This  year  the 
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books  belonging  to  the  school,  and  kept  in  a trunk,  num- 
bered twenty-nine  Testaments,  two  Bibles,  one  hymn-book 
and  four  spelling-books. 

In  1826  and  1827  Rev.  Joseph  Rusling  was  the  preacher. 
On  leaving,  he  reported  a membership  of  two  hundred  and 
thirty-six. 

Rev.  John  Kennedy  followed  in  1828  and  1829.  His 
report  gave  three  hundred  and  fifty-two  members.  During 
his  second  year  the  small  building  used  by  the  Sabbath- 
school  was  torn  down;  the  church  was  raised  three  feet; 
nineteen  and  a half  feet  were  added  to  the  west  end,  and  a 
basement  room  forty  feet  square  was  fitted  up  for  Sunday- 
school  and  social  and  religious  services.  The  gallery  of  the 
church  was  made  continuous — extending  round  the  four 
sides.  The  pulpit,  which  had  always  been  at  the  west  (as 
at  present),  was  changed  to  the  east  end,  or  entrance,  be- 
tween the  doors  (there  were  but  two  aisles),  yet  just  at  the 
edge  of  the  gallery,  where  it  continued  to  remain  until  the 
building  was  removed.  At  the  re-opening,  June  21,  1829, 
the  preachers  were  Revs.  Nathan  Bangs,  D.D.,  Beverly 
Waugh  and  George  Coles.  A Brother  MitcheL  succeeded 
Brother  Jillson  as  Sunday-school  Superintendent,  and  held 
office  until  1828,  when  Brother  Pancoast  returning  to  New- 
ark was  again  elected.  He  was  followed  in  1829  by  Wil- 
liam Murphy. 

In  1830  Rev.  Nathaniel  Porter  came  to  the  charge.  His 
health  failing,  he  was  assisted  by  Rev.  John  L.  Gilder. 
This  year  arrangements  were  made  for  building  Franklin 
Street  Church,  to  accommodate  the  down-town  Methodists. 

In  1831  Revs.  John  Matthias,  and  Anthony  Atwood  (still 
living)  were  sent  to  supply  the  two  churches  in  alterna- 
tion. In  the  Fall,  the  Franklin  Street  house  was  completed 
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and  occupied.  Nathaniel  Porter  continuing  in  ill-health, 
had  been  left  without  an  appointment.  In  August,  the 
same  year,  in  New  Street,  he  died,  and  was  buried  in  the 
rear  of  Wesley  Chapel,  “and  his  sepulchre  is  with  us  unto 
this  day.”  William  Murphy,  among  others,  left  at  the 
organization  of  the  Franklin  Street  school,  and  was  suc- 
ceeded in  the  Superintendency  of  the  Sunday-school  by 
Isaac  Cross.  On  retiring,  in  the  Spring  of  1833,  the  reports 
of  Pastors  Matthias  and  Atwood  gave  the  membership  of 
the  two  churches  at  seven  hundred  and  forty. 

The  ministers  for  1833  were  Revs.  Solomon  Higgins  and 
George  G.  Cookman  (lost  on  the  steamship  President,  in 
1841,  and  father  of  Rev.  Alfred  Cookman). 

In  1834  Brother  Cookman  left,  and  Rev.  John  S.  Porter 
{still  living),  was  sent  in  his  place.  The  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church  having  now  reached  its  fiftieth  year,  a semi- 
centenary sermon  was  preached  by  Pastor  Porter  on  the 
day  of  its  commemoration. 

In  1835  J.  S.  Porter  and  Rev.  Thomas  J.  Thompson  were 
the  alternating  preachers.  The  Spring  of  1836  ended  the 
circuit  plan,  and  each  church  thenceforth  had  its  own  pas- 
tor. Franklin  Street  Church  was  then  regularly  dedicated. 
The  number  of  Methodists  for  the  whole  town  at  this  time 
was  six  hundred  and  eighty.  The  various  organizations  of 
the  different  denominations  numbered  twenty.  In  1835 
Henry  W.  Murphy  was  elected  Superintendent  of  the  Sun- 
day-school, in  place  of  Isaac  Cross. 

The  Conference  of  1836  appointed  Rev.  John  Nicholson 
as  pastor  of  Wesley  Chapel,  which  was  the  last  appoint- 
ment made  for  the  work  in  New  Jersey  by  the  Philadel- 
phia Conference.  (This  was  the  year  of  Newark’s  incor- 
poration-— we  here  crossed  the  line  from  a “town”  to  a 
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“ city.”)  In  1837  the  New  Jersey  Annual  Conference  (made 
by  a division  of  the  “Philadelphia”  by  the  General  Con- 
ference of  1836),  held  its  first  session  in  Halsey  Street 
Church.  Pastor  Nicholson  was  re-appointed  and  served 
another  year,  at  the  end  of  which  his  members  numbered 
two  hundred  and  twenty-six.  The  last  year  of  this  pas- 
torate, Joseph  W.  Rice  was  Superintendent  of  the  Sunday- 
school.  He  was  succeeded  in  1838  by  Enoch  Bolles,  Jr.^ 
who  remained  in  office  four  years. 

The  late  Rev.  James  Ayars  was  pastor  in  1838  and  1839^ 
His  last  report  gave  a membership  of  four  hundred  and 
nine. 

Rev.  William  Roberts  (now  of  Oregon),  followed  through 
the  next  two  years  (1840  and  1841),  reported  four  hundred 
and  ninety  members,  and  then  built  and  became  the  first 
pastor  of  Clinton  Street  Chuich  (erected  the  same  year, 
1842),  taking  with  him  “the  first  regular  colonizing  party 
that  ever  left  the  old  hive.”  In  1841  the  New  Jersey  Con- 
ference again  held  its  session  in  Wesley  Chapel. 

In  1842  Rev.  Joseph  B.  McKeever  became  pastor.  He 
died  just  at  the  close  of  the  conference  year,  in  Washington 
Street  (now  No.  107).  The  teie  Rev.  C.  S.  Vancleve  wrote 
of  him:  “ He  was  a man  of  sweet  spirit,  and  of  precious 
memory.  His  career  was  short  but  shining,  and  its  close 
was  peaceful.”  In  Pennsylvania,  where  he  was  best  known,, 
he  was  called  “the  Fletcher  of  the  Philadelphia  Confer- 
ence.” During  his  illness  Rev.  D.  D.  Whedon  supplied  the 
pulpit.  Membership,  three  hundred  and  sixty-one.  This 
year  and  the  next,  Henry  Wilde  was  Superintendent  of  the 
Sunday-school,  which  lost  its  principal  officers  by  removal 
to  Clinton  Street. 

Rev.  Charles  H.  Whitecar  (still  living),  came  in  1843.  He 
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remained  the  full  term  and  reported  three  hundred  and 
eighty  members.  Nathaniel  C.  Ball  became  Superin- 
tendent of  the  Sunday-school  in  1844,  and  was  re-elected 
the  following  year. 

In  1845  and  1846  Rev.  David  W.  Bartine  was  in  charge. 
His  final  report  showed  three  hundred  and  ninety-one 
members.  The  Superintendent  of  the  Sunday-school  in  1846 
and  1847  was  Jacob  Mandeville.  In  1845  a party  from  the 
school  organized  a mission-school,  in  the  upper  part  of  the 
city,  with  David  Campbell  as  Superintendent.  This  was 
the  germ  of  what  is  now  the  Eighth  Avenue  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  (built  in  1849),  which  stands  nearly 
opposite  where  the  mission  was  first  held. 

Rev.  William  P.  Corbit  (still  living),  served  through  1847 
and  1848.  The  latter  year  N.  C.  Ball  was  again  elected 
Superintendent  of  the  Sunday-school,  which  position  he 
held  the  next  fourteen  years.  (In  1847  Union  Street 
Church  was  organized — an  offspring  of  Franklin  Street.) 

Rev.  Samuel  Y.  Monroe  (killed  on  the  railroad  near  Jer- 
sey City,  in  1867),  followed  in  1849.  During  his  two  years 
several  thousand  dollars  were  raised  toward  building  a new 
house  of  worship;  and  with  no  injustice  to  his  successor, 
it  may  be  said  that  the  principal  seed-sowing  of  the  enter- 
prise was  done  by  this  much  loved  pastor. 

1851  brought  Rev.  Elwood  H.  Stokes  (now  President  of 
Ocean  Grove  Camp-meeting  Association),  who  built  the 
new  house.  Before  the  close  of  his  first  year  he  preached 
the  last  sermon  in  the  old  church,  from,  “ It  is  the  last 
time,”  1st  John  2:  18.  The  new  house,  a structure  of 
brick,  with  twelve  hundred  sittings,  the  cost  of  which  in 
round  numbers  was  $16,000  (the  present  edifice),  was  dedi- 
cated on  Thanksgiving  Day,  1852.  The  preachers  were? 
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Bishop  Janes,  morning,  text,  ist  Corinthians  i:  21;  Rev. 
H$nry  Sheer,  afternoon,  Psalm  26:  2;  and  Rev.  John  S. 
Inskip,  evening,  ist  Timothy  3:  15.  The  pastor’s  first 

sermon  was  from  the  text,  “The  glory  of  the  latter  house 
shall  be  greater  than  of  the  former.”  There  remained 
a debt  of  $5,000.  At  the  close  of  this  pastorate  there  were 
four  hundred  and  ninety-nine  members,  with  forty  officers 
and  teachers,  and  three  hundred  and  twenty  scholars  in  the 
Sunday-school,  and  five  hundred  and  fifty  volumes  in  the 
library.  (In  1851  Central  Church  was  completed.) 

In  1853  and  1854  Rev.  Samuel  Vansant  was  the  preacher. 
(In  1854  Warren  Street,  now  Trinity,  Church  struggled 
into  existence.) 

Rev.  Isaac  W.  Wiley  (now  Bishop),  followed  in  1855  and 
1856.  Membership  at  close  of  term,  three  hundred  and 
eighty-three.  (In  1856  St.  Paul’s  Church,  commenced  in 
1853,  was  completed.) 

Rev.  Crook  S.  Vancleve  became  pastor  in  1857  and  re- 
mained two  years.  In  1858  a parsonage  property  was 
secured,  located  in  New  Street  (now  No.  83),  on  which  a 
debt  of  $1,500  remained.  On  October  19,  1858,  was  held 
the  semi-centenary  of  the  laying  of  the  corner-stone  of  the 
church,  at  which,  among  other  exercises,  the  pastor  read  a 
carefully  prepared  paper  of  the  church’s  history,  from 
which  not  a little  of  the  foregoing  information  has  been 
derived.  1858  is  also  noted  as  the  year  of  the  first  session 
(held  at  Morristown),  of  the  Newark  Annual  Conference — 
an  outgrowth  of  the  “New  Jersey,”  as  it  had  been  of  the 
“Philadelphia.”  The  New  Jersey  Conference,  twenty 
years  old  in  1857,  had  held  five  sessions  in  Newark  and 
two  of  the  five  in  Wesley  Chapel.  (In  1858  what  is  now 
St.  Luke’s  Church  was  formed,  by  members  from  St.  Paul’s.) 
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The  Spring  of  1859  brought  Rev.  James  R.  Bryan  (all 
from  here  are  living).  On  leaving,  in  1861,  he  reported 
five  hundred  and  twenty-eight  members,  In  August,  1859, 
the  Sunday-school  session,  which,  up  to  that  time,  had 
been  held  in  the  morning,  was  changed  to  the  afternoon. 
N.  C.  Ball  was  then  Superintendent.  (In  1859  South  Mar- 
ket Street  Church  was  organized;  and  in  i860  Roseville 
and  East  Newark  Churches  were  built.) 

In  1861  and  1862  Rev.  William  Day  was  pastor.  His  report 
to  Conference  gave  a membership  of  four  hundred  and 
seventy.  In  1862  James  A.  Banister  was  elected  Superin- 
tendent of  the  Sunday-school,  and  was  re-elected  the  fol- 
lowing year. 

In  1863  Rev.  Charles  Larew  came  as  preacher.  He  was 
the  first  to  remain  three  years,  the  General  Conference  of 
1864  having  added  a year  to  the  pastoral  term.  Member- 
ship at  close,  five  hundred  and  ninety-nine.  In  1864  and  1865 
Samuel  E.  Tompkins  filled  the  office  of  Sunday-school 
Superintendent.  On  removing  to  Sing  Sing,  in  1866,  he 
was  succeeded  by  John  M.  Gwinnell,  the  present  incum- 
bent, under  whose  administration  the  school  has  risen  to, an 
unprecedented  prosperity. 

Rev.  James  M.  Freeman  followed  as  pastor  in  1866,  and 
remained  three  years,  reporting  then  four  hundred  and 
sixty-seven  members.  During  his  first  year  the  church  was 
entirely  renovated,  at  a cost  of  $2,508.  The  same  year  the 
entire  debt  on  the  church  property  was  canceled,  and  since 
then  none  has  been  allowed  to  accumulate.  The  year  1866 
being  the  centennial  of  Methodism  in  the  United  States, 
the  event  was  duly  celebrated  throughout  the  land.  (Cen- 
tenary Church  and  Strawbridge  Chapel  were  built  the 
following  year.) 
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In  1869  began  the  three  years’  term  of  Rev.  James  S. 
Chadwick.  On  retiring,  he  reported  a membership  of  six 
hundred  and  fifty-five.  In  1870  a new  parsonage  was  pur- 
chased (the  one  now  occupied),  the  old  one  proving  too 
small.  The  same  year  the  Sunday-school  room  was 
cleaned,  and  put  into  better  shape,  with  new  ventilators, 
etc.,  and  on  July  17,  the  fiftieth  anniversary  exercises  took 
place,  with  addresses  by  former  pastors  and  superin- 
tendents. An  important  feature  of  the  occasion  was  the 
reading  of  an  historical  sketch  by  the  late  Benjamin  J. 
Wood,  through  whose  pains-taking,  in  gathering  records, 
we  have  been  enabled  to  weave  into  the  church  texture 
this  thread  of  Sunday-school  history.  In  the  Spring  of  1872 
the  school  numbered  forty-eight  officers  and  teachers, 
four  hundred  and  five  scholars,  and  there  were  eight  hun- 
dred and  sixty-two  volumes  in  the  library. 

Rev.  Richard  Vanhorne  was  appointed  pastor  in  1872, 
and  was  succeeded  in  July  of  the  same  year  by  Rev.  Joseph 
H.  Knowles,  who  remained  until  the  Spring  of  1875.  Mem- 
bership then  six  hundred  and  six. 

Rev.  Lewis  R.  Dunn  served  the  next  three  years — 1875, 
1876  and  1877,  during  which  he  received  from  Wesleyan 
University  the  degree  D.  D.  In  1876,  centennial  year,  the 
Newark  Conference  held  its  session  in  the  Mother  Church; 
and  on  the  evening  of  March  29,  John  S.  Porter,  in  answer 
to  the  question,  “ What  hath  God  wrought?”  gave  a re- 
view of  our  history,  as  a nation  and  denomination. 

In  1878  Rev.  Jonathan  H.  Dally  entered  upon  his  three 
years’  term.  At  its  close  he  reported  a membership  of  six 
hundred  and  eighty.  Services  commemorative  of  the 
seventieth  anniversary  of  the  dedication  of  the  church 
were  held  January  5,  1879,  wit^  sermons  by  former  pastors 
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Atwood,  Freeman  and  Stokes.  The  exercises  were  con- 
tinued throughout  the  week  with  preaching  by  other  for- 
mer pastors.  In  December,  of  the  same  year,  at  an  expense 
of  about  $1,000,  the  Sunday-school  room  was  entirely 
refitted  and  refurnished;  the  floor,  for  the  first  time,  was 
■carpeted;  chairs  took  the  place  of  the  old  stationary  seats; 
and  the  platform  was  changed  from  the  north  to  the  east 
side  of  the  room.  (In  1878  Bethesda  Mission  was  organ- 
ized by  St.  Paul’s  Church;  and  in  1880  DeGroot  Church 
was  completed — a substitute  for  what  was  originally  Ber- 
gen Street  Chapel.) 

The  present  pastor,  Rev.  James  Mongomery,  came  in 
1881.  In  the  Fall  of  that  year  the  church  received  the 
most  thorough  overhauling  since  its  erection.  The  refur- 
nishing and  decorations  cost  $3,434.  At  the  re-opening  on 
Christmas  day  were  present  the  oldest  two  former  pastors 
living — Anthony  Atwood  (then  in  his  eightieth  year),  who 
preached  in  the  morning;  and  John  S.  Porter  (then  in  his 
seventy-sixth  year),  who  conducted  the  Love-feast.  Rev. 
Dr.  L.  R.  Dunn  preached  at  night.  The  seventy-fifth 
anniversary  exercises  were  held  January  20  of  this  year 
(1884),  with  sermons  by  President  Henry  A.  Buttz  of  Drew 
Seminary.  A pruning  of  the  membership  has  taken  place 
during  the  present  pastorate.  The  number  now  is  about 
seven  hundred.  (The  foregoing  reports  have  included  proba- 
tioners.) The  officers  and  teachers  of  the  Sunday-school 
number  fifty-nine;  scholars  five  hundred  and  eighteen;  and 
there  are  above  one  thousand  volumes  in  the  library.  (In 
1883,  Dashiel  Memorial  Church  appeared — the  welcome 
supplanter  of  Houston  Street  Chapel.) 

This  year’s  session  (the  twenty-seventh)  of  the  Newark 
Conference  will  be  held  in  our  edifice.  This  will  make  its 
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fifth  session  in  Newark,  with  two  of  the  five  in  Wesley 
Chapel  (in  exact  tally  with  the  “New  Jersey”).  Before  the 
close  of  the  present  year  the  M.  E.  Church  will  have  reached 
its  one  hundredth  birthday.  What  part  the  parent  church 
will  take  in  its  celebration  we  must'  leave  to  the  future 
chronicler.  * * * * Our  limits  preclude  a more 

extended  summary  of  the  past  few  years,  nor  is  this  neces- 
sary, as  the  more  recent  events  are  known  to  most  of  us. 
An  original  intention  of  including  the  more  prominent 
names  of  the  past  must  also  be  abandoned,  as,  beside  the 
danger  of  an  injudicious  selection,  this  would  swell  these 
pages  into  a small  volume.  Nor  is  it  designed  here  to 
dwell  on  our  financial  history.  The  following  figures,  how- 
ever, may  not  be  out  of  place,  as  instancing  the  general 
progress  in  this  respect  during  the  last  four  decades.  The 
offerings  of  the  Sunday-school,  always  in  excess  of  those  of 
the  church  proper,  are  included.  The  annual  “Minutes”  of 
1843  make  our  contributions,  for  the  year  then  closed,  for 
Missions,  other  benevolences,  and  all  Conference  claims,  to 
have  been  but  $144.12.  The  report  of  1853  shows  us  to 
have  given  to  Missions  alone  $190.73;  to  other  benevolences 
(not  including  Conference  claims),  $53.42.  In  1863  we  are 
set  down  for  $405.20  to  Missions,  and  $162  to  other  benev- 
olences. In  1873,  $567  to  Missions;  $288  other  benev- 
olences. In  1883,  $844  to  Missions;  $726  other  benevo- 
olences.  The  collections  for  the  present  Conference  year 
for  Missions  alone,  will  reach  the  sum  of  at  least  $1,200. 

We  have  a Young  Men’s  Association  dating  back  to  the 
first  year  of  the  pastorate  of  Dr.  Wiley;  a Sunday-school 
Missionary  Society;  a Ladies’  Missionary  and  Literary 
Union;  a Young  People’s  Temperance  Union;  a Young 
Men’s  Christian  Culture  Club;  and  our  church  has  always 
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been  identified  with  the  great  moral  movements  and 
reforms  of  the  day. 

We  have  an  internal  history,  the  unfolding  of  which  is 
not  permitted  to  the  scribe  of  earth.  The  labors,  and 
anxieties,  and  tears,  and  secret  communings  of  the  men 
of  God  sent  to  us,  shared  in  no  small  measure  by  the 
faithful  among  the  official  and  private  membership, no  pen 
has  ever  recorded.  Yet  these  things  are  all  written  on 
high.  As  well  as  the  “times  of  refreshing”  there  have 
been  seasons  of  spiritual  dearth,  when  scarcely  “a  little 
cloud,  like  a man’s  hand”  could  be  seen.  Yet,  while  there 
has  been  a human  side  to  us,  on  the  whole  we  rejoice,  con- 
scious of  having  been  divinely  led,  and  assured  that  the 
glory  of  Jehovah  has  not  yet  departed  from  our  Israel. 

In  conclusion,  the  writer  cannot  but  breathe  forth  the 
prayer  that  this  “branch  that  the  Lord  has  made  strong 
for  himself,”  may  continue  to  draw  its  nourishment  from 
“the  true  vine”  and  with  age  grow  in  strength  and  increase 
in  fruitage.  Consecrated  anew  to  be  a soul-saving  and  a 
soul-sanctifying  people,  may  the  great  Head  of  the  Church 
abundantly  bless  our  Zion,  and  make  all  her  future  to  be 
as  has  been  her  past,  only  with  an  ever  perceptible  rise  in 
the  tide  of  Pentecostal  power  ! 

“For  her  my  tears  shall  fall, 

For  her  my  prayers  ascend; 

To  her  my  cares  and  toils  be  given, 

Till  toils  and  cares  shall  end.”

To  the  Members  of  the  Halsey  St.  Methodist  Episcopal  Church: 

My  Dear  Friends — I gladly  avail  myself  of  the  oppor- 
tunity afforded  me  by  the  publication  of  this  Directory  by 
the  “ Christian  Culture  Club”  of  our  church,  to  address 
you  this  pastoral  letter.  #In  a month  from  this  date  my 
connection  with  Wesley  Chapel  will  have  ended.  As  I re- 
view the  three  years  which  I have  spent  among  you,  I am 
bound  to  thank  God  for  the  grace  of  my  fellowship  with 
you  in  the  Gospel,  and  for  the  assurance  that  my  labor  has 
not  been  “in  vain  in  the  Lord.”  I have  not  failed  to  re- 
member you  in  my  prayers,  that  “grace  and  peace”  might 
be  “ multiplied  ” to  you  and  to  your  families,  and  that  you 
might  “stand  fast  in  one  spirit  with  one  mind,  striving  to- 
gether for  the  faith  of  the  Gospel.”  During  my  entire 
pastorate  your  growth  in  grace,  and  the  saving  of  souls 
from  death  have  formed  the  chief  objects  of  that  “ministry” 
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which  I have  “ received  of  the  Lord  Jesus  to  testify  the 
Gospel  of  the  grace  of  God.” 

You  will  be  pleased  to  learn  that,  during  the  three  years 
now  ending,  about  three  hundred  persons  have  united  with 
our  society.  Many  of  these  give  great  promise  of  future 
usefulness.  “ My  heart’s  desire  and  prayer  to  God  ” for 
them  is  that  they  all  may  “ hold  the  beginning  of  their  con- 
fidence steadfast  unto  the  end.”  “ We  live  if  they  stand 
fast  in  the  Lord;”  “for  they  are  our  glory  and  joy.” 

Thirty-nine  of  our  members,  among  whom  were  some 
of  the  oldest  and  most  honored  of  our  church,  have  died. 
The  end  in  most  cases  was  peaceful,  and  death  was  gain. 
“ They  rest  from  their  labors,  and  their  works  do  follow 
them.”  Ninety  have  been  dismissed  by  letter,  eleven  have 
withdrawn,  and  more  than  one  hundred,  who  have  long 
had  a name  to  live  but  are  dead,  have  been  marked  on 
our  records  as  “ unknown,”  or  “ removed  without  certifi- 
cate.” Notwithstanding  these  facts,  the  actual  membership 
of  our  church  is  now  735,  a larger  number  than  at  any  time 
in  its  history. 

It  will  interest  you  to  know  that  I have  officiated  at 
seventy-five  marriages,  baptized  thirty  adults  and  thirty- 
five  children,  and  attended  more  than  one  funeral  every 
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week.  While  in  the  general  work  of  pastoral  visitation 
from  house  to  house  I have  aimed  at  faithfulness,  yet  the 
aged  and  the  sick  have  claimed  my  special  care. 

It  has  been  my  privilege  to  preach  to  uniformly  large 
congregations,  and  you  will  bear  me  witness  that  “I  have 
not  shunned  to  declare  untoyou  the  whole  counsel  of  God.” 
In  humble  dependence  upon  the  Holy  Ghost,  I have  en- 
deavored to  hold  forth  the  saving  doctrines  of  Christianity, 
believing  that  the  only  regenerating  power  upon  earth  for 
the  souls  of  men  is  the  “glorious  Gospel  of  the  blessed 
God.” 


“ ’Tis  all  my  business  here  below 
To  cry,  Behold  the  Lamb!” 


Our  prayer-meetings  have  been  largely  attended,  and 
will  be  remembered  as  “times  of  refreshing.”  It  gives  me 
pleasure  to  acknowledge  that  much  of  the  success  which 
has  attended  this  means  of  grace  is  due  to  the  spirit  and 
unction  with  which  the  singing  has  been  led  by  the  young 
people  of  our  church.  Believing  that  the  Class  Meeting  is 
an  important  factor  in  the  machinery  of  Methodism,  I have 
not  failed  to  keep  it  prominently  before  you.  Some  of  our 
classes,  I am  glad  to  report,  have  been  well  attended,  and 
have  been  centers  of  religious  influence  and  power;  but  the 
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attendance  at  others  has  not  been  so  satisfactory.  It  is 
seriously  to  be  regretted  that  many  of  our  people  have 
ceased  altogether  to  attend  upon  this  institution.  Neglect 
here  means  loss  of  spiritual  power.  Joy  in  the  class  meet- 
ing usually  expires  as  the  heart  grows  cold. 

The  Sabbath-school  of  our  church  has  been  conducted 
with  marked  ability,  and  as  the  result  of  faithful  teaching 
many  young  persons  connected  with  it  have  been  “ added  to 
the  Lord.”  From  the  very  beginning  my  personal  relations 
to  the  school  have  been  of  the  most  pleasant  character. 
With  only  an  exception  or  two  I have  preached  on  the 
second  Sabbath  morning  of  every  month  to  the  children 
and  youth  of  our  school.  I have  been  more  than  gratified 
by  the  large  attendance  on  these  occasions,  and  by  the 
thoughtful  interest  manifested  by  all  in  the  word  spoken. 
The  future,  I trust,  will  show  that  to  many  of  these  young 
hearts  the  Gospel  was  “ not  in  word  only,  but  also  in 
power,  and  in  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  in  much  assurance.” 
To  the  honor  of  the  school  I must  add  that  it  has  contri- 
buted, during  these  three  years,  about  $3,000  for  missions 
and  other  purposes. 

Financially  our  church  has  made  a most  gratifying 
record.  During  my  first  year  the  church  and  parsonage 
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were  improved  and  beautified  at  a cost  of  about  $4,400. 
This  amount  was  promptly  paid,  as  well  as  other  expenses 
incurred  from  time  to  time,  in  keeping  the  property  in  good 
repair.  The  current  expenses,  which  amount  annually  to 
about  $4,500,  have  been  met.  Besides  all  this,  about  $8,000 
have  been  given  for  benevolences  alone  during  the  three 
years. 

While  we  cannot  but  offer  thanks  to  God  who  alone 
u giveth  the  increase  ” for  the  gratifying  results  now  set 
before  you,  we  are  persuaded  that  the  measure  of  the 
church’s  ability  and  duty  has  not  yet  been  reached.  While 
many  have  conscientiously  done  what  they  could,  others 
must  confess  that  they  have  been  ‘‘unprofitable  servants.” 

But  I must  not  fail  to  remind  you  that  the  prosperity  of 
our  church  does  not  depend  so  much  upon  its  temporal  as 
upon  its  spiritual  success.  The  object  of  its  existence  is  the 
conversion  of  sinners  and  the  spread  of  “scriptural  holi- 
ness.” With  this  great  responsibility  it  is  charged  by 
every  motive  that  can  be  drawn  from  time  and  eternity. 
We  affectionately  urge  upon  you,  therefore,  the  duty  of 
working  for  Christ  individually,  and  of  stirring  up  the  gift 
that  is  in  you.  The  failure  on  the  part  of  many  to  “ hold 
sacred  the  ordinances  of  God,”  “to  promote  as  much  as  in 
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them  lies  the  welfare  of  their  brethren  and  the  advance- 
ment of  the  Redeemer’s  kingdom,”  and  “to  contribute  of 
their  earthly  substance,  according  to  their  ability,  to  the 
support  of  the  Gospel  and  the  various  benevolent  enter- 
prises of  the  church,”  is  a chief  hindrance  to  the  success  of 
the  Gospel.  Oh,  if  all  our  people  would  “present”  them- 
selves in  active  consecration,  “a  living  sacrifice  unto  God;” 
if  they  were  “zealously  affected  always”  in  Christian  work, 
what  a mighty  power  for  God  would  this  church  be  in  the 
midst  of  this  city  ! 

My  dear  friends,  I admonish  you  that  you  neglect  not  the 
Lord’s  table,  the  study  of  the  Word,  private  and  family 
prayer;  that  you  forsake  not  the  assembling  of  yourselves 
together,  either  by  absence  from  the  prayer-meeting,  or 
the  class-meeting,  or  by  a partial  attendance  upon  the  Sab- 
bath services;  that  you  commend  to  your  children  the 
church  of  your  choice,  and  strive  to  draw  them,  in  true 
decision  for  Christ,  within  its  fold. 

I ask,  furthermore,  that  you  receive  my  successor  as  the 
servant  of  God,  and  that  you  aid  him  in  his  great  work  to 
the  very  utmost  of  your  ability.  “See  that  he  be  with  you 
without  fear,  for  he  worketh  the  work  of  the  Lord,  as  I do 
also.” 
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And  now,  dear  friends,  grateful  to  you  for  bearing  with 
my  weaknesses  and  imperfections,  and  devoutly  thankful 
to  Almighty  God  for  unnumbered  mercies  to  myself  and 
family,  “I  commend  you  to  God  and  to  the  Word  of 
His  grace,  which  is  able  to  build  you  up,  and  to  give  you 
an  inheritance  among  all  them  which  are  sanctified.”  ‘‘May 
you  be  able  to  comprehend  with  all  saints  what  is  the 
breadth,  and  length,  and  depth,  and  height;  and  to  know 
the  love  of  Christ  which  passeth  knowledge,”  and  “ be  filled 
with  all  the  fullness  of  God.”  Ever  bear  in  mind  that  per- 
sonal consecration,  purity,  prayer,  unity  and  holy  zeal  are 
the  conditions  of  success  in  Christian  work.  True  to  these 
conditions  your  church  under  God  will  continue  to  be  an 
increasing  power  for  good  in  this  city.  Pray  for  me  that 
if  permitted  to  toil  in  other  fields,  that  under  my  ministry 
the  word  of  the  Lord  may  have  “free  course  and  be  glori- 
fied.” Yours  in  Christ,

know  that  starch  contains  no  phosphorus,  and  that  starch  is  all  carefully  pre- 
served  in  flour,  because  of  its  whiteness,  a whiteness  that  is  foreign  to  the  gluten. 
We  know,  also,  that  the  starch  in  the  interior  of  the  wheat  berry  is  nearly  barren  of 
minerals,  containing  less  than  one-half  of  one  per  cent.,  while  the  gluten  is  found  to 
contain  over  eleven  per  cent.  These  vital  mineral  elements  contained  in  the  gluten 
of  wheat  are  all  demanded  in  the  blood-making  processes,  and  a flour  that  does  not 
supply  them  is  an  impoverished  food.  The  brain  and  the  whole  nervous  structure 
make  a special  demand  for  phosphorus  when  actively  at  work.  It  is  the  great  pabu- 
lum of  nerve  force ; 'the  flour,  therefore,  should  contain  this  substance,  else  all  the 
nerve  centers  of  the  system  are  not  properly  nourished,  and  cannot  perform  their  best 
work,  and  the  brain  itself  becomes  incapable  of  great  and  long  continued  achievement.

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WESLEYAN  METHODISM. 

In  1703  John  Wesley  was  born.  In  his  twenty-third  year  he  was  led, 
by  means  of  a good  book  called  “ Holy  Living,”  to  dedicate  his  life  to 
God.  With  fourteen  others,  he  became  a methodical  Christian,  and  was 
nicknamed  a Methodist.  In  1735  he  came  to  America,  a missionary  to 
the  Indians  of  Georgia.  About  two  years  later  he  returned,  and  was 
consciously  converted  while  reading  the  Bible;  and  a few  days  later,  on 
May  24,  1738,  he  received  the  abiding  assurance  of  the  Spirit,  while  read- 
ing Luther’s  preface  to  the  Epistle  to  the  Romans.  The  corner-stone  of 
the  first  Methodist  meeting-house  was  laid  at  Bristol  May  12,  1739.  The 
same  year  Mr.  Wesley,  by  a strange  providence,  became  an  itinerant. 
He  continued  to  travel  till  his  death,  in  his  eighty-eighth  year.  In  1741 
appears  Thomas  Maxwell,  the  first  lay  preacher.  The  first  church  debt 
was  made  at  Bristol,  and,  in  consequence  of  it.  weekly  collections  of  one 
penny  from  each  member  became  the  financial  plan  of  primitive  Metho- 
dism. Out  of  these  financial  gatherings  grew  class-meetings.  About 
1774  the  first  Methodist  school  was  started  at  Trevecca,  by  the  generosity 
of  a woman,  the  pious  Lady  Huntingdon.  The  first  Conference  was 
held  in  London,  June  25,  1774.  There  were  six  regular  clergymen  and 
four  lay  preachers.  A seminary  of  learning  was  proposed.  John  Wesley 
preached  over  forty  thousand  sermons,  traveled  about  two  hundred  and 
seventy  thousand  miles,  gave  in  charity  during  his  life-time  $150,000, 
and  died  poor.  Providence  gave  to  early  Methodism  John  Wesley,  the 
organizer,  Charles  Wesley,  the  poet,  and  Adam  Clark,  the  profound 
scholar. 

AMERICAN  METHODISM. 

The  first  Society  (of  five  members)  was  organized  in  New  York,  by 
Philip  Embury,  a local  preacher,  in  October,  1766.  John  street,  the  first 
church  edifice,  was  dedicated  October  30,  1768.  The  first  itinerant 
preachers  were  Richard  Boardman  and  Joseph  Pilmoor,  sent  by  Mr. 
Wesley  in  1769.  The  former  was  stationed  in  New  York,  and  the  latter 
in  Philadelphia.  Their  appointments  were  changed  every  six  months. 
In  1771,  Francis  Asbury  arrived  from  England,  and  became  the  apostle 
of  American  Methodism.  He  preached  about  sixteen  thousand  five  hun- 
dred sermons,  and  traveled  six  thousand  miles  yearly,  for  forty-five  years. 
William  Watters  was  the  first  native  preacher.  In  1773  the  first  Confer- 
ence was  held,  consisting  of  ten  itinerants,  representing  eleven  hundred 
and  sixty  members.  In  1784  Bishop  Coke  arrived  to  give  Episcopal 
organization  to  Methodism.  The  first  general  Conference  was  held  in 
Baltimore,  on  December  24,  1784.  The  Missionary  Society  was  organ- 
ized in  1819.  Protracted  meetings  were  instituted  in  1827.  The  Church 
South  seceded,  because  of  the  slavery  question,  in  1784. 
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I. — Of  Faith  in  the  Holy  Trinity. 

There  is  but  one  living  and  true  God,  everlasting,  without 
body  or  parts,  of  infinite  power,  wisdom  and  goodness;  the 
maker  and  preserver  of  all  things,  visible  and  invisible. 
And  in  unity  of  this  God-head,  there  are  three  persons  of 
one  substance,  power  and  eternity,  the  Father,  the  Son,  and 
the  Holy  Ghost. 

II. — Of  the  Word,  or  Son  of  God,  who  was  made  very  Man. 

The  Son,  who  is  the  word  of  the  Father,  the  very  and 
eternal  God,  of  one  substance  with  the  Father,  took  man’s 
nature  in  the  womb  of  the  blessed  virgin;  so  that  two  whole 
and  perfect  natures,  that  is  to  say,  the  God-head  and  man- 
hood, were  joined  together  in  one  person,  never  to  be 
divided,  whereof  is  one  Christ,  very  God,  and  very  man,, 
who  truly  suffered,  was  crucified,  dead  and  buried,  to  recon- 
cile his  Father  to  us,  and  to  be  a sacrifice,  not  only  for 
original  guilt,  but  also  for  actual  sins  of  men. 
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III. — Of  the  Resurrection  of  Christ. 


Christ  did  truly  rise  again  from  the  dead,  and  took  again 
His  body,  with  all  things  appertaining  to  the  perfection  of 
man’s  nature,  wherewith  He  ascended  into  Heaven,  and 
there  sitteth  until  He  return  to  judge  all  men  at  the  last 
day. 


The  Holy  Ghost,  proceeding  from  the  Father,  and  the  Son 
is  of  one  substance,  majesty,  and  glory  with  the  Father  and 
the  Son,  very  and  eternal  God. 

V. — The  Sufficiency  of  the  Holy  Scriptures  for  Salvation. 

The  Holy  Scriptures  contain  all  things  necessary  to  sal- 
vation; so  that  whatsoever  is  not  read  therein,  nor  may  be 
proved  thereby,  is  not  to  be  required  of  any  man,  that  it 
should  be  believed  as  an  article  of  faith,  or  be  thought 
requisite  or  necessary  to  salvation.  In  the  name  of  the 
Holy  Scripture,  we  do  understand  those  canonical  books  of 
the  Old  and  New  Testament,  of  whose  authority  was  never 
any  doubt  in  the  Church. 


IV.— Of  the  Holy  Ghost.

All  the  books  of  the  New  Testament,  as  they  are  com 
monly  received,  we  do  receive  and  account  canonical. 


VI. — Of  the  Old  Testament. 

The  Old  Testament  is  not  contrary  to  the  New;  for  both 
in  the  Old  and  New  Testament  everlasting  life  is  offered 
to  mankind  by  Christ,  who  is  the  Mediator  between  God 
and  man,  being  both  God  and  man.  Wherefore  they  are 
not  to  be  heard  who  feign  that  the  old  fathers  did  look  for 
transitory  promises.  Although  the  law  given  from  God  by 
Moses,  as  touching  ceremonies  and  rites,  doth  not  bind 
Christians,  nor  ought  the  civil  precepts  thereof  of  necessity 
be  received  in  any  commonwealth;  yet,  notwithstanding, 
no  Christian  whatsoever  is  free  from  the  obedience  of  the 
commandments  which  are  called  moral. 


VII.— Of  Original  or  Birth  Sin. 

Original  sin  standeth  not  in  the  following  of  Adam  (as 
the  Pelagians  do  vainly  talk),  but  it  is  the  corruption  of 
the  nature  of  every  man  that  naturally  is  engendered  of 
the  offspring  of  Adam,  whereby  man  is  very  far  gone  from 
original  righteousness,  and  of  his  own  nature  inclined  to 
evil,  and  that  continually. 

VIII.— Of  Free  Will. 

The  condition  of  man  after  the  fall  of  Adam  is  such,  that 
he  cannot  turn  and  prepare  himself,  by  his  own  natural 
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strength  and  works,  to  faith,  and  calling  upon  God;  where- 
fore we  have  no  power  to  do  good  works,  pleasant  and 
acceptable  to  God,  without  the  grace  of  God  by  Christ 
preventing  us,  that  we  may  have  a good  will,  and  working 
with  us,  when  we  have  that  good  will. 

IX. — Of  the  Justification  of  Man. 

We  are  accounted  righteous  before  God,  only  for  the 
merit  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ  by  faith,  and 
not  for  our  own  works  or  deservings.  Wherefore,  that  we 
are  justified  by  faith  only,  is  a most  wholesome  doctrine, 
and  very  full  of  comfort. 

X.— Of  Good  Works. 

Although  good  works,  which  are  the  fruits  of  faith,  and 
follow  after  justification,  cannot  put  away  our  sins,  and 
endure  the  severity  of  God’s  judgments;  yet  are  they  pleas- 
ing and  acceptable  to  God  in  Christ,  and  spring  out  of  a 
true  and  lively  faith,  insomuch  that  by  them  a lively  faith 
may  be  as  evidently  known  as  a tree  is  discerned  by  its 
fruit.

XI. — Of  Works  of  Supererogation. 

Voluntary  works,  besides,  over  and  above  God’s  com- 
mandments, which  are  called  works  of  supererogation,  can- 
not be  taught  without  arrogancy  and  impiety.  For  by 
them  men  do  declare  that  they  do  not  only  render  unto 
God  as  much  as  they  are  bound  to  do,  but  that  they  do 
more  for  His  sake  than  of  bounden  duty  is  required  : 
whereas  Christ  saith  plainly,  “ When  ye  have  done  all  that 
is  commanded  you,  say,  We  are  unprofitable  servants.” 
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XII. — Of  Sin  after  Justification. 

Not  every  sin  willingly  committed  after  justification,  is 
the  sin  against  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  unpardonable.  Where- 
fore, the  grant  of  repentance  is  not  to  be  denied  to  such  as 
fall  into  sin  after  justification;  after  we  have  received  the 
Holy  Ghost,  we  may  depart  from  grace  given  and  fall  into 
-sin,  and*  by  the  grace  of  God,  rise  again  and  amend  our 
lives.  And  therefore  they  are  to  be  condemned  who  say 
they  can  no  more  sin  as  long  as  they  live  here,  or  deny  the 
place  of  forgiveness  to  such  as  truly  repent. 

XIII. — Of  the  Church. 

The  visible  Church  of  Christ  is  a congregation  of  faithful 
men,  in  which  the  pure  word  of  God  is  preached,  and  the 
sacraments  duly  administered  according  to  Christ’s  ordi- 
nance, in  all  those  things  that  of  necessity  are  requisite  to 
the  same. 

XIV. — Of  Purgatory. 

The  Romish  doctrine  concerning  purgatory,  pardon, 
worshipping  and  adoration,  as  well  of  images  as  of  relics, 
and  also  invocation  of  saints,  is  a fond  thing  vainly  in- 
vented, and  grounded  upon  no  warrant  of  Scripture,  but 
repugnant  to  the  word  of  God. 

XV. — Of  Speaking  in  the  Congregation  in  such  a Tongue  as  the 

People  Understand. 

It  is  a thing  plainly  repugnant  to  the  word  of  God,  and 
the  custom  of  the  primitive  Church,  to  have  public  prayer 
in  the  Church,  or  to  minister  the  sacraments,  in  a tongue 
not  understood  by  the  people. 
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XVI. — Of  the  Sacraments. 

Sacraments,  ordained  of  Christ,  are  not  only  badges  or 
tokens  of  Christian  men’s  profession,  but  rather  they  are 
certain  signs  of  grace,  and  God’s  good  will  toward  us,  by 
the  which  He  doth  work  invisibly  in  us,  and  doth  not  only 
quicken  but  also  strengthen  and  confirm  our  faith  in  Him. 

There  are  two  sacraments  ordained  of  Christ  our  Lord  in 
the  Gospel;  that  is  to  say,  Baptism  and  the  Supper  of  the 
Lord. 

Those  five  commonly,  called  sacraments,  that  is  to  say,, 
confirmation,  penance,  orders,  matrimony  and  extreme 
unction,  are  not  to  be  counted  for  sacraments  of  the  Gos- 
pel, being  such  as  have  partly  grown  out  of  the  corrupt  fol- 
lowing of  the  apostles,  and  partly  are  states  of  life  allowed 
in  the  Scriptures,  but  yet  have  not  the  like  nature  of  Bap- 
tism and  the  Lord’s  Supper,  because  they  have  not  any 
visible  sign  or  ceremony  ordained  of  God. 

These  sacraments  were  not  ordained  of  Christ  to  be 
gazed  upon,  or  to  be  carried  about,  but  that  we  should  duly 
use  them.  And  in  such  only  as  worthily  receive  the  same, 
they  have  a wholesome  effect  or  operation;  but  they  that 
receive  them  unworthily,  purchase  to  themselves  condem- 
nation, as  St.  Paul  saith,  i Cor.  xi:  29. 

XVII. — Of  Baptism. 

Baptism  is  not  only  a sign  of  profession,  and  mark  of  dif- 
ference, whereby  Christians  are  distinguished  from  others 
that  are  not  baptized,  but  it  is  also  a sign  of  regeneration 
or  the  new  birth.  The  baptism  of  young  children  is  to  be 
retained  in  the  Church. 
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XVIII. — Of  the  Lord’s  Supper. 


The  Supper  of  the  Lord  is  not  only  a sign  of  the  love 
that  Christians  ought  to  have  among  themselves  one  to  an- 
other, but  rather  is  a sacrament  of  our  redemption  by 
Christ’s  death;  insomuch  that,  to  such  as  righly,  worthily 
and  with  faith  receive  the  same,  the  bread  which  we  break 
is  a partaking  of  the  body  of  Christ;  and  likewise  the  cup 
of  blessing  is  a partaking  of  the  blood  of  Christ. 

Transubstantiation,  or  the  change  of  the  substance  of 
bread  and  wine  in  the  Supper  of  our  Lord,  cannot  be 
proved  by  Holy  Writ,  but  is  repugnant  to  the  plain  words 
of  Scripture,  overthroweth  the  nature  of  a sacrament,  and 
hath  given  occasion  to  many  superstitions. 

The  body  of  Christ  is  given,  taken,  and  eaten  in  the  Sup- 
per, only  after  a heavenly  and  spiritual  manner.  And  the 
means  whereby  the  body  of  Christ  is  received  and  eaten  in 
the  Supper,  is  faith. 

The  sacrament  of  the  Lord’s  Supper  was  not  by  Christ’s 
ordinance  reserved,  carried  about,  lifted  up,  or  worshipped. 

XIX.— Of  Both  Kinds. 

The  cup  of  the  Lord  is  not  to  be  denied  to  the  lay  peo- 
ple, for  both  the  parts  of  the  Lord’s  Supper,  by  Christ’s  or- 
dinance and  commandment,  ought  to  be  administered  to  all 
Christians  alike. 

XX. — Of  the  one  Oblation  of  Christ,  finished  upon  the  Cross. 

The  offering  of  Christ,  once  made,  is  that  perfect  re- 
demption, propitiation,  and  satisfaction  for  all  the  sins  of 
the  whole  world,  both  original  and  actual;  and  there  is 
none  other  satisfaction  for  sin  but  that  alone.  Wherefore

the  sacrifice  of  masses,  in  which  it  is  commonly  said  that 
the  priest  doth  offer  Christ  for  the  quick  and  the  dead,  to 
have  remission  of  pain  or  guilt,  is  a blasphemous  fable,  and 
dangerous  deceit. 

XXI. — Of  the  Marriage  of  Ministers. 

The  ministers  of  Christ  are  not  commanded  by  God’s  law 
either  to  vow  the  estate  of  single  life,  or  to  abstain  from 
marriage;  therefore  it  is  lawful  for  them,  as  for  all  other 
Christians,  to  marry  at  their  own  discretion,  as  they  shall 
judge  the  same  to  serve  best  to  godliness. 

XXII. — Of  the  Rites  and  Ceremonies  of  Churches. 

It  is  not  necesssary  that  rites  and  ceremonies  should  in 
all  places  be  the  same,  or  exactly  alike;  for  they  have  been 
always  different,  and  may  be  changed  according  to  the  di- 
versity of  countries,  times,  and  men’s  manners,  so  that 
nothing  be  ordained  against  God’s  word.  Whosoever, 
through  his  private  judgment,  willingly  and  purposely  doth 
openly  break  the  rites  and  ceremonies  of  the  church  to 
which  he  belongs,  which  are  not  repugnant  to  the  word  of 
God,  and  are  ordained  and  approved  by  common  authority, 
ought  to  be  rebuked  opeply,  that  others  may  fear  to  do  the 
like,  as  one  that  offendeth  against  the  common  order  of  the 
Church,  and  woundeth  the  consciences  of  weak  brethren. 

Every  particular  church  may  ordain,  change,  or  abolish 
rites  and  ceremonies,  so  that  all  things  may  be  done  to 
edification. 

XXIII. — Of  the  Rulers  of  the  United  States  of  America. 

The  president,  the  congress,  the  general  assemblies,  the 
governors,  and  the  councils  of  state,  as  the  delegates  of  the 
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people , are  the  rulers  of  the  United  States  of  America,  ac- 
cording to  the  division  of  power  made  to  them  by  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  United  States,  and  by  the  constitutions  of 
their  respective  states.  And  the  said  states  are  a sovereign 
and  independent  nation,  and  ought  not  to  be  subject  to  any 
foreign  jurisdiction.* 

XXIV.  — Of  Christian  Men’s  Goods. 

The  riches  and  goods  of  Christians  are  not  common,  as 
touching  the  right,  title  and  possession  of  the  same,  as  some 
do  falsely  boast.  Notwithstanding,  every  man  ought,  of 
such  things  as  he  possesseth,  liberally  to  give  alms  to  the 
poor,  according  to  his  ability. 

XXV.  — Of  a Christian  Man’s  Oath. 

As  we  confess,  that  vain  and  rash  swearing  is  forbidden 
Christian  men  by  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  and  James  His 
apostle,  so  we  judge  that  the  Christian  religion  doth  not 
prohibit,  but  that  a man  may  swear  when  the  magistrate 
requireth,  in  a cause  of  faith  and  charity,  so  it  be  done 
according  to  the  prophet’s  teaching,  in  justice,  judgment 
and  truth. 


* As  far  as  it  respects  civil  affairs,  we  believe  it  the  duty  of  Christians, 
and  especially  all  Christian  ministers,  to  be  subject  to  the  supreme  author- 
ity of  the  country  where  they  may  reside,  and  to  use  all  laudable  means 
to  enjoin  obedience  to  the  powers  that  be;  and  therefore  it  is  expected 
that  all  our  preachers  and  people,  who  may  be  under  the  British  or  any 
other  government,  will  behave  themselves  as  peaceable  and  orderly 
subjects.

In  the  later  end  of  the  year  1739  eight  or  ten  persons 
came  to  Mr.  Wesley  in  London,  who  appeared  to  be  deeply 
convinced  of  sin,  and  earnestly  groaning  for  redemption. 
They  desired,  as  did  two  or  three  more  the  next  day,  that 
he  would  spend  some  time  with  them  in  prayer,  and  advise 
them  how  to  flee  from  the  wrath  to  come,  which  they  saw 
continually  hanging  over  their  heads.  That  he  might  have 
more  time  for  this  great  work,  he  appointed  a day  when 
they  might  all  come  together ; which  from  thenceforward 
they  did  every  week,  namely,  on  Thursday , in  the  evening. 
To  these,  and  as  many  more  as  desired  to  join  with  them, 
(for  their  number  increased  daily),  he  gave  those  advices 
from  time  to  time  which  he  judged  most  needful  for  them  ; 
and  they  always  concluded  their  meeting  with  prayer  suited 
to  their  several  necessities. 

This  was  the  rise  of  the  United  Society,  first  in  Europe , 
and  then  in  Amej'ica . Such  a Society  is  no  other  than  “ a 
company  of  7nen  having  the  form  and  seeking  the  power  of 
godliness , united  in  order  to  pray  together , to  receive  the  word  of 
exhortation , and  to  watch  over  one  another  in  love , that  they  may 
help  each  other  to  work  out  their  salvation .” 

That  it  may  the  more  easily  be  discerned  whether  they 
are  indeed  working  out  their  own  salvation,  each  Society  is 
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divided  into  smaller  companies,  called  classes,  according  to 
their  respective  places  of  abode.  There  are  about  twelve 
persons  in  a class,  one  of  whom  is  styled  the  Leader.  It  is 
his  duty — 

1.  To  see  each  person  in  his  class  once  a week  at  least; 
in  order,  (i)  to  inquire  how  their  souls  prosper;  (2)  to  ad- 
vise, reprove,  comfort  or  exhort  as  occasion  may  require; 
(3)  to  receive  what  they  are  willing  to  give  toward  the  re- 
lief of  the  Preachers,  Church  and  poor.* 

2.  To  meet  the  Ministers  and  Stewards  of  the  Society 
once  a week  ; in  order,  (1)  to  inform  the  Minister  of  any 
that  are  sick,  or  of  any  that  walk  disorderly,  and  will  not 
be  reproved  ; (2)  to  pay  the  Stewards  what  they  have  re- 
ceived of  their  several  classes  in  the  week  preceding. 

There  is  only  one  condition  previously  required  of  those 
who  desire  admission  into  these  Societies,  “a  desire  to  flee 
from  the  wrath  to  come,  and  to  be  saved  from  their  sins.” 
But  wherever  this  is  really  fixed  in  the  soul,  it  will  be  shown 
by  its  fruits. 

It  is  therefore  expected  of  all  who  continue  therein,  that 
they  should  continue  to  evidence  their  desire  of  salva- 
tion— 

First,  by  doing  no  harm,  by  avoiding  evil  of  every  kind, 
especially  that  which  is  most  generally  practiced,  such  as — 

The  taking  of  the  name  of  God  in  vain. 

The  profaning  the  day  of  the  Lord,  either  by  doing  ordin- 
ary work  therein  or  by  buying  or  selling. 

Drunkenness,  buying  or  selling  spirituous  liquors,  or 
drinking  them,  unless  in  cases  of  extreme  necessity. 


*This  part  refers  to  towns  and  cities,  where  the  poor  are  generally 
numerous  and  church  expenses  considerable. 
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Slaveholding  ; buying  or  selling  slaves. 

Fighting,  quarrelling,  brawling,  brother  going  to  law 
with  brother ; returning  evil  for  evil,  or  railing  for  railing ; 
the  using  many  words  in  buying  or  selling. 

The  buying  or  selling  goods  that  have  not  paid  the  duty, 

The  giving  or  taking  things  on  usury,  that  is  unlawful 
interest. 

Uncharitable  or  unprofitable  conversation;  particularly 
speaking  evil  of,  magistrates  or  ministers. 

Doing  to  others  as  we  would  not  they  should  do  unto  us. 

Doing  what  we  know  is  not  for  the  glory  of  God  ; as — 

The  putting  on  of  gold  and  costly  apparel. 

The  taking  such  diversions  as  cannot  be  used  in  the  name 
of  the  Lord  Jesus. 

The  singing  those  songs,  or  reading  those  books,  which 
do  not  tend  to  the  knowledge  or  love  of  God. 

Softness  and  needless  self-indulgence. 

Laying  up  treasures  upon  earth. 

Borrowing  without  a probability  of  paying  ; or  taking  up 
goods, without  a probability  of  paying  for  them. 

It  is  expected  of  all  who  continue  in  these  Societies,  that 
they  should  continue  to  evidence  their  desire  of  salva- 
tion— 

Secondly,  by  doing  good  ; by  being  in  every  kind  merci- 
ful after  their  power  ; as  they  have  opportunity,  doing  good 
of  every  possible  sort,  and,  as  far  as  possible,  to  all  men  : 

To  their  bodies  of  the  ability  which  God  giveth,  by 
giving  food  to  the  hungry,  by  clothing  the  naked,  by  visit- 
ing or  helping  them  that  are  sick  or  in  prison  : 

To  their  souls,  by  instructing,  reproving,  or  exhorting  all 
we  have  any  intercourse  with,  trampling  under  foot  that 
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enthusiastic  doctrine  “we  are  not  to  do  good  unless  our 
hearts  be  free  to  it” 

By  doing  good,  especially  to  them  that  are  of  the  house- 
hold of  faith,  or  groaning  so  to  be  ; employing  them  prefer- 
ably to  others,  buying  one  of  another,  helping  each  other 
in  business,  and  so  much  the  more  because  the  world  will 
love  its  own  and  them  only. 

By  all  possible  diligence  and  frugality , that  the  Gospel  be 
not  blamed. 

By  running  with  patience  the  race  which  is  set  before 
them,  denying  themselves , and  taking  up  their  cross  daily ; sub- 
mitting to  bear  the  reproach  of  Christ,  to  be  as  the  filth  and 
offscouring  of  the  world  ; and  looking  that  men  should  say 
all  manner  of  evil  of  them  falsely  for  the  Lord' s sake. 

It  is  expected  of  all  who  desire  to  continue  in  these  So- 
cieties that  they  should  continue  to  evidence  their  desire  of 
salvation — 

Thirdly,  by  attending  upon  all  the  ordinances  of  God  ; 
such  are — 

The  public  worship  of  God  : 

The  ministry  of  the  Word,  either  read  or  expounded  : 

The  Supper  of  the  Lord  : 

Family  and  private  prayer : 

Searching  the  Scriptures : 

Fasting  or  abstinence. 

These  are  the  General  Rules  of  our  Societies  ; all  of  which 
we  are  taught  of  God  to  observe,  even  in  His  written  word, 
which  is  the  only  rule,  and  the  sufficient  rule,  both  of  our 
faith  and  practice.  And  all  these  we  know  His  Spirit  writes 
pn  truly  awakened  hearts.  If  there  be  any  among  us  who 
observes  them  not,  who  habitually  breaks  any  of  them,  let 
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it  be  known  unto  them  who  watch  over  that  soul  as  they 
must  give  an  account.  We  will  admonish  him  of  the  error 
of  his  ways.  We  will  bear  with  him  for  a season.  But  if 
then  he  repent  not,  he  hath  no  more  place  among  us.  We 
have  delivered  our  own  souls.
